TAXATION OF C. P. R. LANDS 


Attorney-General Cross, who has 
been holding a series of meetings 
in Edmonton recently, where he 
comes into direct contact with his 
constituency, referred at oneton 
matter which is now being pushed 
forward by the Alberta govern- 
ment. Itisthe question of taxa- 
tion of the C.P.R. lands lying along 
the main line of thot road. 

Already this province receives 
over $60,000 yearly from taxation 
of the branch lines of the C.P.R. 
but in a test case made in Mani- 
toba and appealed by that govern- 
ment to the aupreme court at Ot- 
tawa it was decided that the big 
railway company’s evasion of the 
tax could te maintained in Jaw. 
The company 8 plea was then that 
the twenty-y cars exemption from 
taxes pranted to the company in 
1881 intended there should be ex- 
emption for twenty years after the 
company had received the patent 
for its Jands, As this had only 
been secured by them a short time 
before they maintained the exemp- 
tion should continue over another 
period of about twenty years, 

The company was upheld in its 
claims by all the Canadian courts, 
and Manitoba abandoned its suit. 
But the Alberta government is not 
so easily turned from its belief that 
this round should pay taxes on the 
valuable land it holds and thus 
add many thonsands of dollars 
yearly to the provincial treasury. 
A brief has been prepared under 
the supervision of the attorney- 
general, and suit will be brought 
against the company in a case sim- 
ilar to those conducted by the do- 
minion government to collect taxes 
on land holdings. New contentions 
have been prepared, and the matter 
will be carried from court to court 
to the privy council cf England, 
if necessary.
